FAVOR PEACE TREATY 


ANGLO-AMERICAN PEACE PRO. 
POSAL STRONGLY ENDORSED 


Movement Having for Its Object the 
Peace of the World, is Discussed 
at an Enthusiastic Guildhall Meet- 
ing in London—Many Notables 
Were Present — Projected Treaty 
no Menace to Europe. 
London.—What Premier Asquith de- 

scribed as ‘This Venerable Guildhall, 
without whose seal of approval no 
popular movement in London is really 
launched,’ witnessed a meeting for 
the adoption of resolutions pledging 
the city to the support of Anglo-Amer- 
ican complete arbitration. 

The lord mayor of London in his 
searlet robes, and with the mace in} 
front of him, held the centre of the 
temporary stage. On his right was 
the prime minister, at his left the for- 
mer premier, Right Hon, A. J. Bal- 
four, leader of the opposition in the 
house of commons, while mass 
about the lord mayor were the arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, the archbishop 
of Westminster, Lord Strathcona, highe 
commissioner of Canada; Sir Joseph 
G. Ward, premier of New Zealand; 
and other notables. Over their heads | 
the Union Jack and the Stars and | 
Stripes were entwined, | 

Mr. Asquith and Mr. Balfour spoke | 
eloquently of the treaty proposed by | 
President Taft, declaring that it would | 
mark a new era in civilization, but| 
both pointedly disclaimed that a) 
peace pact between Great Britain and 
the United States providing for a sub-| 
mission of all differences to arbitra. | 
tion would mean an alliance between | 
the two countries. | 

Mr. Balfour warned his hearers, 
than whom, he said, none in the 
world felt more the burden of prepar- | 
ing for war, that the treaty would 
mean no immediate reduction of arm-| 
aments. The meeting represented the | 
democracy. Among those on the plat- 
form were the bishop of Hereford, the 
Earl of Aberdeen, Lord Lieutenant of |

Farmers who sold to the country 
elevators were generally newcomers 
who lacked experience; they produe- 
ed, as a rule, poorer wheat than that 
which was grown by larger, more ex- 
perienced and more prosperous farm- 
ers who did not welt in this way. 
Grain from country elevators had a 
tendency to lower prices in Europe 
and to affect the Canadian grain 
growers generally. 

Mixing took place at country eleva- 
tors and some sought to prevent it. 
But when the country elevator men| 
get control of the terminal elevators | 
and took a strong whack at the mix- 
ing game it was time to protest a sec-| 
ond time. The low grade grain from 
the country elevators was brought up 
to standard by being mixed with grain 
shipped direct from farmers.

Work Has Been Secretly Completed 
at Vicker’s Shipyard—Trials 
Satisfactory

The framework is cov- 
ered by specially hardened silk which 
is bullet proof, and has

Hydrogen is carried in airtight com- 
partments so arranged so that a shot 
penetrating one of them would not de- 
flate the envelope.

12). Although Uzziah reigned fifty- 
two years, his whole story is found in 
this one lesson chapter and in the 
first seven verses of II Kings xv. In 
his days Isaiah and Amos were the 
prophets, the Lord’s messengers (Isa. 
/i, 1; Amos i, 1), full of rebuke for sin, 
but also of prediction of a glorious 
future for Israel when she shall re- 
ceive her Messiah. Every good king 
should turn our thoughts to the Son 
of God, the King of Israel (John i, 
49), and their failures set Him forth 
more brightly as the one who will 
never fail nor be discouraged. 

Uzziah seems to have been greatly 
helped by a prophet named Zechariah, 
who had visions of God (verse 5)—not 
the one who wrote “the book bearing 
his name, for he lived after the cap- 
tivity, nor the one of II Chron. xxiv, 
20, 21, who was stoned to death for 
his faithfulness. It is a great thing to 
}see God, and this we can do in Jesus 
Christ, who said “He that hath seen 
Me hath seen the Father’ (John xiv, 
9). We can by the Spirit behold the 
|glory of God in the face of Jesus 
Christ (II Cor. iv, 4, 6), and thus we 
shall be enabled to help others to see 
Him, too, and know Him. While this 
{prophet helped him he sought the 
Lord, and God made him to prosper 
(verse 5). 

He seems to have been prospered 
through most of his reign. God helped 
him against his enemies, other nations 
brought gifts to him, and his name 
spread abroad (verses 7, 8). Thus God 
honors those who honor Him, It was 
'so during part of the reign of Solomon 
when the queen of Sheba and all kings 
of the earth sought him and brought 
him gifts (II Chron. ix, 8, 9, 22-24). 
So it shall be in an unprecedented de- 
gree when Jesus Christ shall be King 
in Jerusalem. Then shall all nations 
like the wise men from the east, bring 
their treasures unto Him (Isa. ix, 
9-11). 

Uzziah was so greatly blessed that 
he became self sufficient, strong in 
himself instead of in the Lord, and 
jthen he fell. He presumed to take 
upon him the office of a priest and to 
|burn incense in the house of God, 
and the Lord smote him with leprosy, 
and he became a leper unto the day of 
his death and had to live in a separ- 
ate house. The only King of Israel 
who will be a priest upon his throne 
will be the man whose name is the 

Branch (Zech, vi, 12, 13). He will be 
a priest forever «after the order of Mal- 
chizedek, who was both priest and 
king (Gen, xiv, 18; Ps. cx, 4; He 
vii, 1, 17). 
| If we are redeemed we are kings and 
priests unto God and shall reign with 
Christ when He reigns (Rev. 1, 6; v, 
9, 10), Back of this sin of Uzziah it is 
not difficult to see the great adversary 
who said “I will be like the Most 
High” and who said to Eve, “Ye shall 
he as gods” (Isa, xiv, 14; Gen, iii, 5). 
Humility, not pride, is the character- 
istic of a true child of God, realizing 
that we are not sufficient of ourselves 
to think anything as of ourselves, but 
our sufficiency is of God (PI Cor, iii, 
5). The only way for us is to be 
“strong in the Lord and in the power 
of His might,” having no confidence 
in ourselves, for in us—that is, in our 
flesh—dwelleth no god thing (Eph. 
vi, 10; Phil. iii, 8; Rom. vii, 18), We 
have a great High Priest who is 
touched with a feeling of our infirmi- 
ties and who is able to save to the 
utermost all of those who come unto 
God by Him. 

Let us rejoice in Him and _ serve 
Him with all humility, remembering 
to do justly, love mercy and walk 
humbly with our God, All self right- 
jeousness, self sufficiency, pride and 
ambition to be somebody or something 
apart from Jesus Christ we must shun 
}as we would the devil himself. 

It is written of Uzziah that ‘‘as long 
as he sought the Lord, God made him 
to prosper” (verse 5).

Service circles are keenly interested 
in the progress of the gunnery experi- 
ments now being carried on in the 
Mediterranean by H. M. 8. Neptune. 
The conditions under which the ex- 
periments are being conducted pro- 
vide as severe a test as possible. The 
idea is new, H. M. 8.

The trials on Feb. 13 
were only the beginning of the experi- 
mental gunnery course, and it is ex- 
pected within a few days that the 
big guns of the Neptune will make 
three times as many hits in a minute 
a8 any previous Dreadnought has don. 
before.

THE BRITON OF 170,000 YEARS. 


Essentially the Same In Structure and 
Form as the Man of To-day. 
The modern Britisher and every 
American who traces his ancestry 
back to British stock will feel person- 
ally interested in an Englishman who 
lived in London 170,000 years ago and 
whose recently discovered remains 


| have been the subject of considerable 


research by Prof. Arthur Keith of the 
Royal College of Surgeons, London. 
The fossil remaina were found in a 
gravel pit in the valley of tue Thames 
some miles above Gravesend. 

The cosdition of the bones, certain 
primitive points of structure and the 
fact that remains of a similar type 
of man have been found on several 
occasions in ancient strata on the 
continent of Kurope have been con- 
sidered conclusive proof that the re- 
mains are those of a man who lived 
in England when the Thames flowed 
on land which was nearly 100 feet 
above its present level. 

The ancient Englishman, while dif- 
fering in several .eatures, was essen- 
tially the same in structure and form 
as the man of to-day. He was a little 
over five feet in height, round cheat- 
ed and narrow shouldered, with a 
well developed muscular system. His 
brain development might be estimated 
from the size of his cranial cavity 
(1,360 cubic centimeters), a fair en- 
dowment when his small size was 
kept in view, and from a cast of that 
cavity which revealed a_highly-con- 
voluted vrain showing all the essen- 
tial fe ® res of the modern brain. 
From tue molding of the lower jav 
we might safely infer that speech was 
developed. His teeth and mus¢les of 
masiic tron did met differ markedly 
from later men of the neolithic per- 
iod. Hes face was sort and his fore- 
head of type quite common among 
modern men, iis peculiar features 
were the extreme length and narrow- 
ness of the head (the width was about 
67 per cent. of the length), the shape 
of the upper and lewer ends of the 
thigh bones and the shortness of the 
leg bones, 


His Grave Is Marked. 

After ages of neglect the traditional 
resting place of St. Patrick, Ireland's 
patron saint, in the cathedral grave- 
yard at Downpatrick, Ireland, was 
covered with 4 immemorial stone in 
1901, The stone is a rough weather. 
beaten bowlder of granite, weighing 
about seven tons, from the mountain 
side of Slieve-na-Largic, where it rest- 
ed at a height of 600 feet. 

Upon the upper surface of this bowl]- 
der is incised an Irish cross, fuith- 
fully reproduced from one cut on an 
equally rough, unhewn stone found 
on the island of Inisclothran, one of 
the islands of Lough Ree, where Bt. 
Diarmid founded his famous eceles- 
iastical settlement about the middle 
of the sixth century Under the 
cross the name “ is cut in 
Irish characters copied from the ear! 
iest known Celtic inanuscripts, 

This simple treatmeut is considered 
to be the nearest appreach to. the 
form of monument which would have 
been constructed about the year 469

Flowers 
are her favorite subjects, and a few 
years ago she exhibited at the new 
gallery @ particularly charming pic- 
ture of stocks, marigolds and helio- 
trope.

QUEEN MARY'S FRIENDS. 


Saskatchewan Town Going Ahead by | Some Personal Cronies of the New 


Bounds. 


Saskatchewan is one of the young- 
est provinces of the Dominion, says 
C. C. Ogden in Canadian Century. 
Moosejaw is one of the youngest ci- 
| ties of the province. It is also one 
of the largest. With a population 
about equal to that of Regina, the 
seat of the local Government, Moose- 
jaw is increasing with greater rapid- 
ity. It is the transportation centre 
of the province, The Canadian Paci- 
fic Railway Co. have, this year, de- 
cided to make it the headquarters 
for the new Grand Division of Sas- 
katchewan. 

More miles of railway are operated 
out of Moosejaw than from any other 
point in the two provine.s of Alberta 
and Saskatchewan. In addition to 
this it is the only city in Western 
Canada having direct railway com- 
munication with St. Paul. 

In freight yards alone the C.P.R. 
are spending half a million dollars. 
The monthly payroll of the company 
how amounts to one hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars, and the value of 
the terminal plant is over three mil- 
lion dollars, 

Situated 398 miles west of Winni- 
peg and 442 miles east of Calgary, 
the city is, to-day, the largest centre 
of industrial enterprise and popula- 
tion between these two important 
points. 

In addition to its importance as a 
railway and industrial centre, Moose- 
jaw is the gateway to an agricultural 
territory larger in area than all the 
settled perts of Manitoba. 

In this immense district homestead 
entries are being made at the rate ot 
twenty thousand quarter sectione 
yearly, 

The influx of new scttlers is extra- 
ordinary, ‘lhe daily scene at the 
railway station resembles that at the 
Windsor Station in Montreal prior to 
the departure of an immigrant train 
for the West. The new-comers are 
of every class and nationality. The 
grotesque Galician, the swarthy Ital- 
jan, the red-faced Yokels of the Eng- 
Ush counties, the gentleman farmer, 
or would-be farmer, and the French 
“habitant,” throng its waiting-rooms. 
On one occasion the writer found it 
hard to pick his steps through one 
of these rooms, which was literally 
‘packed” with Galicians huddled to- 
getaer on the floor, waiting to take a 
oranch line to the outlying districts. 
In another room the crowd was quit» 
as dense but more presentable—and 
too dignified to sit on the floor. 

Nearly all the trains arrive in two 
separate sections, and, in spite of 
this precaution, the officials have all 
they can do to handle the crowds on 
the platforms, 

The hotel accommodation, like that 
of nearly all the newer western towns, 
is hopelessly inadequate to supply 
the demand for rooms. In order to 
secure a room at any of the better 
hotels it is usually necessary to make 
a reservation at least one dar ahead. 
| It is not unusual for a traveler, who 
has neglected to take this precaution, 
to find, if he should arrive at mid- 
night, that the railway station or the 
police station are the only available 
shelters, 


Largest Canadian Ship. 


The six-masted barquentine ‘‘Ever- 
ett G. Griggs,"’ claims the double dis- 
tinction of being the largest sailing 
vessel on the Canadian Register, und 
the only vessel of her type afloat. 

When launched from the yards of 
Messrs. Harland and Wolff at Bel- 
fust, in 1883, the “Griggs’’ was origin. 
ally a four-masted barque. In 1906 
she was dismasted and re-rigged as a 
six-masted barquentine with double 
topsails and topgallantsails on her 
foremast. 

The big ‘‘windjammer" is 308 feet 
in length, 42 feet beam, 25 feet draft, 
and with a registered tonnage of 2,351 
tons, 

In addition to her unique rig, the 
barquentine ig also fitted with wire- 
less telegraphy—the operator being 
the son of the captain. 

Registered at Victoria, B.C., the 
vessel is owned by the Everett G. 
Griggs Shipping Co., and is generally 
employec in the off-shore lumber 
trade from the Pucific Coast. 

The largest Canadian barque-rigged 
vessei—the “Lord Templeton,” of 
2,048 tons register—ig also owned in 
Victoria, B.C.—Canadiau Century. 


Goulding After Olympic Title. 


George Goulding, the famous Cana- 
dian walker, who broke th. American 
record for walking two miles in New 
Y- & recently, is pointing for the 
Olympic games, which will be held 
in Stockholm, Sweden, in 1912. De- 
spite the fact that Goulding is break- 
ing records at the present time, he 
is not now at the top of his form. 
The Toronto wonder is conserving his 
energy for next year, and, beyond 
tuking long walks and going into a 
race now and then, Goulding is do- 
ing very little athletic vork. Gould- 
ing’s hopes are all for the Swedish 
Olympiad. It is his intense desire 
to win the walking events at Stock- 
holm in world’s record time and then 
retire as an undefeated champion, 

Strange as it may seem, Goulding 
does not especially fear the British 
walkers who will start at the coming 
Olympiad, but, rather, some of the 
men who have recently come to the 
front in Australia. :
